THE MESS AT TULARE

EDITOR’S NOTE — Last week 
Dale described the recent races at 
Tulare County Fairgrounds. His 
report at that time ended... 
“So reads a factual report of the 
actual racing action at Tulare. It 
` was fast, exciting and quite color- 
ful with those sliding corners 
especially fun to watch.” 

Hereunder follows the balance 
of that report, which was held 
over until this issue so we could 
verify its complete accuracy by 
several eyewitnesses: 


. Nevertheless, the race as a 
whole would have to be labeled as 
an atrocity. Poor officiating and light- 
ing conditions were the basic causes 
of the problem. To state the problems 
briefly: 

1. There was insufficient lighting 
on the race track. A woman would 
have felt unsafe alone on the turns 
it was so dark. Lack of light com- 
- bined with flying dirt churned up by 
sliding rear wheels made visibility 
practically zero. 

2. There was insufficient flagging 
and no pick up men. Any rider who 
unloaded was expected to remove 


himself and his motorcycle from the - 


track with no help from anyone. 

3. There was only one ambulance. 
When the lone ambulance left with 
an injured rider the show was de- 
layed for half an hour while it was 
gone. Surely the Fair Board, which 
packs the grandstands every year 
for this event could afford to hire a 
second ambulance. 

4. Nobody seemed to know who 
was running the show — District 
Referee Hank Gendusa, or the gen- 
tleman in the black and white striped 
referee’s shirt who seemed to be 
giving the orders. And what order 
they were! 

Three examples of uncalled for in- 
cidents due to poor officiating should 
make clear the tone of the event. 

1. The track was dragged before 
the Amateur semi and all the riders 
were given one practice lap to check 
the new surface. Jim Nicholson foul- 
ed a plug just before the practice 
and went to the pits and replaced it. 
Upon returning, he requested a prac- 
tice lap and permission was granted 
by an official. Just after he took off, 
an official called the field out to 
line up on the starting grid. The 
boys pushed their bikes out and 
just as they got to the middle of the 
track, Nicholson came out of tùrn 
four full bore. With no brakes to 
stop, he immediately down-shifted, 
picked the path least infested by 
wandering people, somehow managed 
to miss hitting anyone and then slid 
to a stop in a cloud of dust. The first 
thing which greeted Jim after doing 
a fine job of preventing a potentially 
serious accident for which he would 
not have been responsible was a 
tongue lashing from the official with

Dirt action was the order of the 
day last weekend in Ensenada, Baja 
California. The course laid out by 
the Ensenada Motorcycle Club was 
reminiscent of the dusty scrambles 
of last decade, before every dirt 
course on this side of the border be- 
came a graded TT. 

It was a rider’s race course, one 
that horsepower alone couldn’t win. 
In fact, Frank Morgan, with only 90cc 
to his name, placed third in the 
sweepstakes race against all the big 
winners. 

Nor was it an easy course for the 
experts. Marion Massey, riding his 
second race, didn’t have a novice 
card, so he entered in the 650 expert 
class and won against some more 
experienced men. 

With the full cooperation of local 
authorities, next year’s Ensenada 
scrambles should be bigger and bet- 
ter. It will be held on the first week- 
end in October, 1966. So look to your 
air cleaners.

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CAL RIDERS “SWAMPED” 
In World Trails 


Three American motorcycle teams 
— one of them led by two 1964 gold 
medal winners — came up empty- 
handed and dirty-faced two weeks 
ago in the International Six Days 
Trial run on the Isle of Man. 

The trials was won by an East 
German team. A Czechoslovokia team 
finished second. 

America’s leading team, the Silver 
Vase A team of Triumph riders Bud 
Ekins, Dave Ekins, John Steen and 
Cliff Coleman, was completely elim- 
inated before the event was half 
over. 

Heavy fog and driving rain made 
already marshy terrain almost im- 
possible to navigate in an event 
trials riders called the roughest in 
history. Almost 220 of the 299 starters 
failed to finish. Of these, 131 drop- 
ped out on the third day alone. 

Dave Ekins, gold medal winner in 
last year's trials, quit late the third 
day when it became apparent he 
would fall victim to the rule dis- 
qualifying any rider more than one 
hour late to a checkpoint. Steen quit 
about the same time. So did Coleman, 
also a gold medal winner last year. 
Bud Ekins hung in, but was dis- 
qualified when he was 1 hour 3 min- 
utes late to the final check on the 
third day. 

The Silver Vase B team met the 
same fate on the swampy course. 
All four Jawa riders were dropped 
the third day. Walt Axthelm was the 
first to go, flooding his engine with 


water after a dive into a river. By ~ 


the time he got his water-locked en- 
gine to kick over, he was too late 
to remain in competition. Dick Vick, 
Mike Patrick and Bill Thorwaldson 
also went out — Patrick with a brok-

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the black and white shirt. 

2. Officials had neglected to include 
Sammy Tanner among the particip- 
ants in the main event. 

3. The worst display of irrespon- 
sibility and lack of efficient organ- 
ization involved the chain of events 
preceding and following the accident 
which fatally injured George Prit- 
chard. 

Immediately after the Nicholson 
incident, the Amateur semi was fined 
up for the start. Then it began. One 
rider would jump, then another. 
Hands would raise, engines would 
stall. The starter had done quite well 
up until this point but he could do 
nothing with these riders. They too 
were at fault. 

Finally after seemingly several 
minutes of false starts and verbal 
exchanges between starter and rid- 
ers and after engines were melting, 
clutches slipping, and tempers boil- 
ing, the white flag fell, and the start, 
ragged though it was, finally came 
off. 


Two laps later a rider back in the 
pack who said he “was riding like 
hell because of the way they started 
the race” went down in the North 
turn. Right behind were Nicholson 
and George Pritchard. Nicholson 
threw his bike into a slide around 
the outside and rode the wall for 25 
feet before regaining the track and 
continuing. He missed the fallen 
rider by inches. 

Pritchard also swerved to the out- 
side but hit the wall head on and 
fell to the track motionless. The orig- 
inal rider was uninjured and got up; 
he immediately saw that Pritchard 
was hurt and began frantically to 
wave for the ambulance. He ran to 
and fro waving arms and eventually 
his leather shirt high above his head. 

At the same time the flagger waved 
for the ambulance and the entire 
grandstand frantically screamed and 


booed in hopes that someone would 
stop the race and send out the am- 
bulance. Competition rider Mike Van 
Ness personally ran from the scene 
of the crash to the ambulance and 
told the driver to get over there. 

Finally, after what must have been 
complete lack of knowledge of the 
situation or too much red tape (get 
the race stopped, clear the track, 
determine whether an ambulance is 
necessary, etc.), the vehicle took the 
long way around the half mile to aid 
the fallen Pritchard. 

Most witnesses estimate that it was 
a full five minutes from the time 
Pritchard crashed until the aid 
reached him. No less than three, pos- 
sibly four laps of full bore racing 
continued while Pritchard lay on the 
track. Efficient officiating and ade- 
quate flagging could have stopped the 
race in one lap and enabled the am- 


next wee 
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bulance to reach the injured rider in 
no more than 90 seconds. 

Tulare has had serious accidents 
the last four years of its running. 
The only way to remedy this situa- 
tion is by improving the lighting, 
flagging, and officiating. It is hoped 
the above story of news and com- 
ment will bring to bear the situation 
as it is and help initiate corrective 
action.

baugh, caught the flu and didn’t even 
make it to the starting line. Nick 
Nicholson and Max Switzer rode, 
without losing a point the first two 
days.but foul weather, bog-like ter- 
rain and mechanical troubles side- 
lined them. 

Americans were not the only riders 
to succumb to the foul weather and 
rugged terrain. Of the 77 English 
riders starting the event, only nine 
finished. All 20 American entrants 
failed to finish. 

In contrast with last year, when 
121 gold medals were awarded, only 
18 were given out this year. 

Steen’s comments seemed to sum 
up the attitude of many competitors 
—American and foreign alike. 

“Everything was so lousy you had 
to ride 70 or 80 miles an hour to make 
up for lost time,” Steen said. “And 
with the rain and fog, you couldn’t 
see where you were going I just 
wasn’t about to try that. I ride be- 
cause I love it, not because I’m 
crazy.”

THE FINISH LINE

Or Sam Tanner is playing that 
winning tune again at Ascot as the 
season goes down the final stretch. 

Last Friday night he ran his win 
streak to 11 straight, and now has 
38 wins on the local speed path for 
the year. 

The high groove artist from Long 
Beach is now just 11 wins away 
from his 300th victory on the half- 
miles since he started in 1956. 

If Sammy climbs into the 300 win 
bracket this year he will have done 
it in only ten years of riding. 

Of the modern day riders, only 
Al Gunter has scored more than 300 
wins. And Al took 15 years to rack 
up 366 victories, the unofficial record. 
Sammy is a cinch to top this at his 
present rate of speed. 

He missed the all-time one season 
record last year by four wins when 
he raced in front 51 times, the second 
best total ever recorded in one sea- 


The 1964 wins were not all at 
Ascot. He stopped off back in Kan- 
sas last year to do some “cherry 
pickin” and scored a few on tracks 
that most of you never heard of. 
He also grabbed off a couple up at 
Tulare, a track that shut him out 
a few weeks ago. 

If Sam sets the record this year it 
will be on one track and one track 
only — Ascot. This, in itself, is a re- 
cord of sorts. To win 55 or more 
races at Ascot in one season is un- 
heard of. Many riders are still looking 
for just one front run at the fastest 
half-mile in cycle racing. 

His present 11 straight at Ascot 
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represents the longest win streak by 
any rider this year in Gardena com- 
petition. At the start of the racing 
year, it took the Texan five weeks 
just to win his first main event. 


Six more weeks remain for Sammy 
to win the Ascot high point expert 
award, win his 300th race, try to go 
undefeated 29 straight times in heats, 
dashes and finals, win the national 
dirt track title for the 4th time and 
top the all-time one season win total 
of 55 races won in one year. 

If it were anyone but Sammy, you 
could safely say he didn’t have a 
chance. But it is Sammy, and he 
stands a very good chance. 

Am going to hit on a little person- 
al note this week. Long time friend 
George Pritchard was killed at Tu- 
lare a couple of weeks ago. There 
was a small three line article in one 
of the local papers about it after it 
happened. George deserved more 
than that. 

He was a 35-year-old man riding 
his first season as an amateur. It 
took many years for George to move 
out of the novice class because he 
just raced for fun. 

He owned and tuned all his own 
equipment and just being entered 
was good enough to satisfy his urge 
to race. Many racing people knew 
George on sight, but did not know 
his name. 

He was a former member of the 
local Motorcycle Racers Inc., the only 
novice ever elected by his fellow 
riders. 

George was just one of many who

compete in the most active area in 
cycle racing today. It is easy to get 
lost in the shuffle in California where 
there are more than 700 licensed 
riders — especially if you are not a 
big winner. 

I doubt if George won a total of 
$100 racing, but he more than made 
up for it with the number of friends 
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who knew him when he was alive 
and will remember him now that he 
is gone. 

George died because he chose to 
hit the crashwall instead of a fallen 
rider. This is the type decision he 
was noted for. Help the other guy 
first, then worry about yourself. 
This was George Pritchard.
